In many ot the schools there it has been 
the cuitom .for some time to compel the 
children iu tho lower grades to do con- 
siderable studying at home. Tho ques- 
tion as to the wisdom of the practice 
came up for discussion, many taking the 
ground that it was injurious to the schol- 
ars in a number or cases, and should be 
abandoned. Some children could accom- 
plish their task in fifteen or twenty min- 
ates, but many others were required ^to 
work from one to three hours in order 
to 
finish 
tho 
task.

matter 
was 
finally 
referred 
to 


a special committee, and a report has 
been received. Tho committee concludes 
that tho practice oC homo assignments of 
severe tasks is physically and mentally 
injurious, and ought to be abandoned. 
"By this procens 
Of assigning home 


itudies tho children are hastened along 
through tho onrriculxim and immersed in 
tho study of subjects much beyond the 
compass oE their immature minds, thus 
anticipating nature's time for tho evolu- 
tion of certain faculties, and fostering an 
unnatural precocity of growth. On tho 
other hand, tho amount of study eieeods 
the assimilating power of tho young 
mind, and when this limit is trespassec 
upon, instruction and training are super- 
seded by the educational yico callec 
'cram.'" 


The idea has got into tho heads of 


majority ot teachers that the only way tc 
toach children is to cram education intr 
them. There is far too much oC thi 
done in the public schools to tho dis 
credit ot the teachers and to the injur) 
of tho scholars. But there does not ap 
pear to bo much hopo for roform.

CrscrsNATi, Feb. 10.—A terrible disaster 


oecurred at tho southwest corner ot Pearl' 
mid Ludlow streets, in which ton people aro 
known to havo lost their lives. All night tho 
two tlireo-story brick buildings, occupied by 
thirty-five tenants, and rim by Robert Kyla 
and George Oestor as a boarding-licjuse, 
were heard to crack, and just before 4 a, 
m. the rear walls fell with a terrific crash, 
burying beneath the brick and timbers a 
number o£ the inmates, who, if they wore not 
killed outright, wore hold under '-ator by tho 
heavy debris until they drowned. Tho build- 
ing is-in tho submerged district, aad is en- 
tirely surrounded by flvo foot ot water. 
Police, soldiers, and everyone who could 
got

to tho scono im- 


'mediatoly. The loud screams of women made 
the situation more horrible. Two girls, Ettie 
Long and Nollio Wood, -wore taken from tho 
second-story front window more dead than 
alive from (right They said they hud hoard 
the building give way, and tried to arouse tho 
other tenants. By the .dim light ot lanterns 
tbo police and firemen worked, an alarm 
having boensounded from box No. 24. Thoy 
all worked heroically to rescue tho unfortu- 
nates under tho ruins, and succeeded in get- 
ting out a number. Search for tho bodies 
was made all tho morning. This task was 
attended with groat danger, as tho front 
walls are still standing, although liable to 
fall- aad as tho comer is surrounded by 
water over five feet Jeep, work is rendered 
more difficult. At noon, all having been 
reached that could bo taken out, work was 
suspended till tho -water falls. 


Tho dead, as reported by tho rescued resi- 


dents ot the house, are: John \V. Kyle, 
Maud Ellis, Mary E, Colter, James Otdon. 
Beruhardt Woohnker, Mr* B. Woehnker, 
Thomas Burke, Sirs.'Thaws Burke, and 
Thomas Burke's two children. 


The Orel four wore in the building Nos. 120 


and 123 East Pearl street, and the others in 
Nos. 127 and 129, on the corner of Pearl and 
tud'low. Tho search for tho dead wont on 
all tho morning in spite o£ tbo danger of the 
work, and about 11:80 a. m. tho body ot a 
woman was removed from under tho debris 
at tho rear ot No. 127.

Sho had no shoes or stockings on, and her 
feot and logs were badly bruised, while a 
small oat in her breast, from which tho 
blood flowed, indicated that she had evi- 
dently boon pinned down and drowned. At 
IS -40 'the body of Bernhardt Woohnkor was 
reached and recovered, and ten minutes 
later that of his wile. 
Another body 


was found about tho same time as tha 
others, but 'not removed. It was that o£ 
a woman, and lies under one of tbo 
partition walls. 
Duly the feet could bo 


reached and a rope was fastened to one of 
those so that tho body would be hold in case 
tho wall toll. It seems that tho roar wall 
gave way and carried down tho main port of 
tho building with it, breaking them across. 
Thus tho front rooms were split in two. 
Tho fact that tho front walls remained 
standing was most providential, as otherwise 
there must have been a groat loss o£ ilfo. 


During tho entire day tho vicinity of tho 


accident was crowded with people, who not 
only filled tho streets above tho water lino, 
but went out In boats to have a bettor view 
of tho fatal buddings. 
At a casual glance 


tho blook appeared intact, as tbo fronts of 
both Pearl and 
Ludlow 
streets 
are 


still standing, but tn8 baclc Part of tho 
houses Is'gone. The rear wall gave way and 
carried with it the main part of tho building, 
breaking them Across. Thus tho front rooms 
Wore split in two. The fact that tho front 
walls remained standing was most provi- 
dential, as otherwise there must 
have

Cox says he was 
asleep until ho struck tho water, and felt 
bricks falling upon him. He managed to 
•climb upon tho remaining part of tho second 
floor, and got out and down a ladder. His 
head was badly cut up by bricks.

Grand Master Browning has 
issued a circular to tho Masons, requesting 
that collections will bo made and forwarded 
tc Wiley W. Egan, tho grand treasurer, at 
Chicago. Members of tho board of trade sub- 
scribed over $1,000. Subscriptions havo boon 
started also among printers and book-bind- 
ers. Potter Palmer, of tho Palmer house, 
gave $500 to Brsklne M. Pholps, chairman of 
the finance committe,o of tbo Bed Cross so- 
ciety, who turned it over to John Do Koven, 
treasurer of tho local relief committee. 


Edward I. Galvin, agent £or tho eicutive 


committee of tho Ked Cross society, has gone 
to Cincinnati to co-operate with Miss Clara 
Barton, president of tho national association, 
and to distribute funds sent from Chicago by 
tho Red Cross society. 
A meoting of the 


society-will be hold at tho Palmer house to 
consider measures for relief. 


Sir Randall H. Koberts, agent of the 


Wyndham company, called upon tho mayor 
and announced that ho had boon authorized 
by tho AVyndhom company to tondor tho 
proceeds of a matinee, to bo given on the 
28th, for the bsniflt of tho flood sufferers. 
Mr. Hooloy donates tho use of his theatre, 
and the entire proceeds will bo turned over 
to tho mayor to bo distributed as ho may 
thinlc best.

Tlie Belief Bout. 
, W. Va., Feb. 10.— Tho Iron 


City relief boat reached this city shortly 
alter noon, remaining about half an hour. 
Mayor J. A. Hillor, o£ "Wheelinff, met tho 
committee and offered to aid. Ho will ex- 
pect aid from tho government boat, and says 
it is needed sadly. 


At Wellsburg tho citizens crowded down 


to tho wharf to greet tho boat, it being re- 
garded best to give immediate relic! here. G. 
W. Colwoll, chairman of tho relic! commit- 
tee, camo on board and made an urgent re- 
quest f_r {ood, saying that the 51,000 granted 
by the government will bo spent shortly. 
Twenty sacks of Cour, somo cornmoal, 
sugar, hams, coffee and mackerel were tiirnod 
over to tho committee. 


At Warren, Jefferson county, OMo, there 


was a fearful amount of destitution. Thir- 
teen houses wore entirely washed away, 
dozens of families not boring a single article 
of value loft, A considerable quantity of all 
sorts 'o£ supplies were distributed by tho com- 
mitteo, who wont among tho houses, and then 
loft the general relief to tho local committee 
in charge. 


At G o'clock Iho boat was tied up tor tho
